Porstid, of the North West Territories 
branch, department of the interior, will leave Vancouver this week for 
Nome, Aluska, in order to complete the arrangements for herding 4,006 
head of reindeer from the western coast of Alaska to the eastern fringe 
of the Mackenvie river delta 

At the last session of parliament, the sum of $190,000 was set aside 
for this purpose and several weeks ago an Initial payment of $30,000 Was 
paid to the Lomen Brothers’ Corporation of New York, from whom the 
animals are being bought. The contract calls for the delivery of the rein 
deer in good condition on the eastern side of the Mackenzie, The animal 
will have to be herded between 1,000 and 1,500 miles along the north coast 
of Alaska It is expected that the task will take from eighteen months 
to two year 

Mr Porsild and his brother, R. 'T, Porsild, spent about three years in
